The alarm was given by the en- 
gineer of P, F. Bock's freight train at a 
fewminutos before seven and he sounded 
bis whistle for a few minutes briskly, 
but Mr. Lane thought, as did most of 
our citizens, tbat there was something on 
tho track and did not know that his mill 
was on firo until a neighbor came 
in and informed him. When he reached 
the building there was no fire in the 
main room or engine room; but on burst- 
ing open the door of his tool room, found 
it all aflame, and in a few seconds the 
interior of the mill was all ablaze-. Noth- 
ing was saved of any value, except a few 
sacks of flour. The mill complele cost 
Mr. Lane cloven thousand dollars, and
